Alderman Pasemove desired to say 
that the gentlemen who had bid for the 
work had purchased the royalty, and it 
must prove a benefit to the city of 
nearly ten thousand dollars—according 
te his caleulation the difference was over 
twenty-four thousand doilars. The bids 
had evidently been made on a close cal- 
culation, and he believed they could 
give the proper secuvity and in justice 
should reeeive the contract. 

Alderman Townsend went into quitea 
lengthy argument in reference to the 
good effect it would have to give the con- 
tract to men who could afford to keep 
the bonds, and not throw them on the 
market. His experience had taught him 
that the lowest bidder was uot the 
cheapest. 

Alderman Amis wasin favor of pur- 
suing the old course, and giving the work 
to the parties who would do it cheapest. 

Alderman (ilancy thought the action 
of the committee world be cheating the 
tax payers to the amount of tWenty-five 
or thirty thousand dollars. 

Alderman Johnson offered a resolution 
referring the whole matter to the im- 
provement and finance committee, with 
the mayor, to report at a called meet- 
ing. 
The mayor being called upon, stated 
that the estimate made by the city engi- 
neer gave Messrs. Hopper & Montgom- 
ery the advantage by about ten thou- 
sand dollars, making them the lowest 
bidders, when the paving and curbing 
were taken together. The mayor and 
finance committee had the power to 
award the contract, but as this was a 
matter of such magnitude they had con- 
cluded to refer the matter to the board. 

Alderman’ Wickersham would act in 
this matter just as if it were a private 
matter, aud he would not bind himaelf 
to take the lowest. 

Alderman ©’ Donnell was in favor of 
referring the matter, and giving some 
members of the board an opportunity of 
making further inquiry as to the relative 
character of the bids. 

A motion by Alderman Glancy to 
table the resolution to refer was lost. 

Alderman Lynn stated that although 
Mesers. Greenlaw & Jones had not com- 
plied with the agreement of the eondi- 
tion on which the bids were received, the 
committee o»d acted in good faith, ‘and 
the names of the parties were of them- 
selves sufficient security. He had been 
informed that Hopper & Montgomery 
were backed up by monied men. This 
might or might not be true. He was still 
in favor of giving them the work. 

Alderman Passmore thought that 
wealth and standing: did pot always 
make honest men. Noone could doubt 
the character of Commodore Montgom- 
ery or Mr. Hopper. They were con- 
tractors of standing, but if the board was 
willing to give away so much of the peo- 
le’s money let them do it, but it would 

to their shame. 

Alderman Cochran was in favor of re- 
ferring. 

Alderman Smith wanted to refer the 
report to a select committee of one mem- 
ber from each ward. Lost. 

Alderman Jolnson accepted anamend-

came have voluntarily relinquished their 
appoiptment as fi-cal agent and govern- 
ment depository of the United States, 
not deemingShe possession of deposits 
of eufficient value under the present 
stringent policy of the department to 
retain them: 

Ata meeting of the board of directors 
of the Merchants’ National bank, of this 
city, heid on the 15th inst., it was unan- 
imously: 

Jiesolved, That this bank make appli- 
cation to the secretary of the treasury to 
Le permitted to surrender jts appoint- 
ment as a depository and fiscal agent of 
the Lonited States, and that the cashier 
pay to the treasurer the balance due the 
department from this bank as such de- 
pository, and withdraw the government 
bonds amounting to $100,000, belonging 
to the bank and now held as security fur 
such deposits. 

Sec, 122 of the revenue laws, approved 
June 30, 1564, which refers to canals, 
railroads and other companies, and the 
tax which they are required to pay upon 
the earnings, profits, income or gains of 
such companies should be read carefully 
by all interested. The penalty for pon- 
compliance with the law is heavy.

lightened. lUuder different auspices, and 
with a new directory, it was deemed pos- 
sible to regain fog the institution some- 
what of its former standing gand credit ; 
but we should judge that aiPeuch hopes 
projects have pow been entirely 
jabandoned. The unfortunates bad bet- 
ter make up their minds to the worst, so 
that if their prognostications prove wrong, 
| the disappointment may be of an agree- 
| able character. 


It is stated on good authority that the 
treasury department has réceived infor- 
mation from New Orleans, implicating a

employ of the treasury department he 
became aware of the defalcation, but

» Orleans for the express ; urpose of exam- 
|iningthe condition of the depository. 
| The assets turned over by Mesers. Whit- 
taker and May. the defaulting Louisiana 
| sub-treasurers, although purporting to 
amount to $1,250,000 as security against 
lows by the gcovernment, has been ascer- 
tained to be almost worthless. Among 

other securities presented by Mr. May, 
wasa draft of four hundred thousand 
dollars on Oakes Ames, of Massachusetts, 


ito whiel »signed the name of A. 8. 
M ‘r Thos. P. May, which sig- 
field repudiates as unauthor- 


ized by him. Itis hardly probable that 
the government will realize $500,000,

were made in this city In February last 
to the extent of 573 shares, the reat of 
the capital being promised from abroad. 
Owing, however, to the distrust created 
by the establishment of military govern- 
mentsin the southern states capitalists 
declined to risk their money here, and
